Purpoſes therein mentioned. Paſſed the 12th of May, 1784. 


HEREAS the public Exigences require that the Goods and Chattels, Lands 

and Tenements which have been fee to, and are now veſted in the People 

of this State, by Attainder or Conviction in the Progreſs of the late War, 

ſhould be ſold and converted into Money, and otherwiſe applied for ſinking and 
diſcharging the public Securities ; 1 

I. Be it therefore enacted by the People of the State of New-York, repreſented in Senate and 

Aſſembly, and it is hereby enacted by the Authority of the Parry That the Perſon adminiſtering 


the Government of this State for the Time being, ſhall be, and is hereby authoriſed and 


required, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Council of Appointment, to ap- 


point during the Pleaſure of the ſaid Council, and to commiſſion under the Great Seal 
of this State, ſeven Commiſſioners of Forfeitures, viz. Two Commiſſioners for the 
Southern Diſtrict, one other Commiſſioner for the Middle Diſtrict, three Commiſſioners 
for the Weſtern Diſtria, and one Commiſſioner for the Eaſtern Diſtri&t : That it ſhall 
and may be lawful, to and for the ſaid Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners of Forfeitures to 
be appointed by.
